RUSSIAN CHURCHMEN
SENTENCED TO DIE

Eleven Doo_md for Resisting
Seizures of Treasure.

Moscow, July 6 (Associated Press).—
Fleven persons, including the Petrograd
Metropolitan, Benjamin, have becn
gontencid to demth by the Petrograd
Fevolutionary ‘Tribunal, for interfering
with the seizure of church treasures.
Fifty-three others have been sentenced
to various terms of imprisonment.
Twenty-two were acqultted,

The trial of the accused lasted more
than three weeks, Among others
sentenced to death are Bishon Benedict,
Archbishop Serglus ana the Canons of
Kazan, St. Isaac's and Troytsky Cathe-
drals, Petrograd’s three largest churches,
and Profs. Ognieff and Novitsky.

The tribunal has decided to tranafep
to Peotrograd proceedings against the
Patrtarch  Tlkhon, who was recently
arrosted.

The trial of the Soclal Revolutionists
charged with sedition Is proceeding with
little active rticipation In the case hy
the counsel for the prisoners.

Elmore D. Dier, Benjamin F. Shrimp-
ton and Adam Recklein, who are under
indletment in connection with the $4.-
700,600 fajlure of B, D. Dler & Co., have
not been apprehended. The fact that
Harry J. Lawrence, Jr., partner of Dier,
surrendered Wednesday led the District
Attorney to expect the others would put
in an appearance In court soon.

While the Dier case {s pending Mr.
Schrelber, who ls In charge of all bucket
shop Investigations, s going ahesd with
the Fuller and other cises. He has la-
sued subpoenss and served them upon a
half dozen stock brokers who did busi-
nesa with the Fuller concern, which
falled on June 27 for about §5,000,000,

The subpoenas command these bro-
kers, members of the Curb and Consoll-
dated Stock Exchanges, to produce ali
books, records, confirmation sllps and
papers which might glve the distriet at-
torneys greater knowledge of the actual

Next Monday Mr. Banton expects te
have a conference with Phillp R, Davis,
a Chicago lawyer, who la supposed to
rrpresent approximately 2,700 creditors
of varlous defunct brokerage concerns
of this city which hava offices in Chi-
CAED,

Mr, Davis has declared he has been
promised full cooparation of Robert K.
Crowe. State's Attornay of Chicago, and
desires to have him and Mr. Banton
bring simultaneous action asalnst
bucket shop operators who have connec-
tions in both cities,

Getting After the Bueketeers.

Mr. Banton sald he had already con-
ferred with a half dozen District At-
tornasys from various places and with
two Attorneys-General. and found that
they could work in complete aceord in
the prosecution of bucketeers.

"I shall be glad to co-operate with
Mr. Crowe In the same way,” he said,
“If Mr. Davis wishes to make any
complainta of a crimindl character 1
am glad to have him call upon me, If,
however, his oases are matters for
the civil courta then T can do nothing."

The District Attorney explained that
while he sympathized with persons who
lost through the negligence of brokers
he could not help them to oollect their
funds. FHis job, he emphasized, is to
prosecute crime and that alone. The
only manner in which he could be of
actual ald to brokers' customers, he
sald, was in cutting down lllegal opera-
tlons by speedy prosecution.

A number of the New York houses
which have gone to the wall since the
first of the year have large dealings
in Chicago. Among these are E. M.
Fuller & Co.,, 8. 8. Ruaskay & Co.,

NAVY HOLDING TESTS
OF NEW TORPEDO PLANE

Designed for Attack Upon
Ships From Air.

Tests now being conducted by the
Bureau of Aeronautics of the Navy De-
partment will result In glving the United
States Navy a torpedo plane which |
regarded as tho latest thing in alrcraft
construction. The plans Is particularly
deglgned to meet the requirements of
torpedo nttack on battleships from the
air and the progress of the tests Indl-
c¢ates that the next few weeks should
give to naval aviation the best type of
torpeds plane In the world

Dally fllghts are being made at the
naval dir station at Anacostin with
types of torpedo planes embodying the
most advanced {deas of American and
foreign bullders and the experiments
are conducted under the direction of the
foremost authorities on naval alreraft
design.

H. A. G; Fokker, the designer of the
famous monoplane used by Germany In
the world war for pursult and combat
work, Is at Anacostin directing tests
with his own plane, which ls an adapia-
tion of the Fokker monoplans, Improved
